“No decorative material shall be 
used which as applied willignite and 
allow flame to spread over the sur- 
face or allows burning particles to 
drop when exposed to a match flame 
test applied to a piece removed from 
the material and tested in a safe 
place.”

Your cooperation 
by carefully selecting and using only 
fire-safe decorations will be ap- 
preciated.

Throughout the weekend, Walt Disney World Village will host the sixth annual 
“Festival of the Masters.” 

The festival began today with more than 200 award-winning artists dis- 
playing their talents in oils, acrylics, watercolors, drawings/graphics, photog- 
raphy, mixed media, sculpture, ceramics, and creative crafts. The artwork will 
be on display today, Saturday and Sunday from 9 a.m. until 6 p.m. 

Several of the country’s best known artists and craftsmen will make up the 
panel of judges for this year’s festival titled a "Festival of the Masters." The 
committee of judges includes: Mark English, Leslie Judd Ahlander, Bill Haen- 
del, and Virginia M. Mecklenburg. 

Mark English launched his career as a magazine illustrator and his work 
has appeared in such national publications as Time, McCall's, and Redbook. 
His unique style of work has been included in private and international collec- 
tions. He has received the Artist of the Year award from the New York Artists 
Guild among others. 

Art Coordinator Leslie Judd Ahlander was educated in Europe and Scan- 
dinavia and is the recipient of several art citations including the Cesson 
Traveling Fellowship in Painting and the National Art Critics Award. Leslie's 
experiences include lecturer-writer for the United States nformation Service as 
well as Art Critic for the Washington Post. 

Silversmith Bill Haendel was a Fulbright Scholar at the Royal College of Art 
in London. His work is exhibited in private and museum collections throughout 
the United States.
